The Packing Plant. 


The Liberal papers are quite 
jubilant over the finding of the 
pork packing commission. 

The Edmonton Bulletin, 
governments $46,000 pap 
organ says: 

“The recommendation of the 
commission for governmen as- 
sistance in the establishment of a 
farmers’ pork packing plant will 
meet with very general appreci- 
ation as a practicable, reasonable 
and attractive proposal. It out- 
lines a plan similiar to that which 
has been adopted in the establish - 
ment of creameries and the suc- 
cess which has attended the effort 
in this direction must go far to 
recommend it for adoption in 
others. 

“The initative of the proposal 
lies with the farmers. The com- 
missioners advise that before any 
steps are taken to establish the 
enterprise the farmers of the pro- 
vince agree to provide it with 
50,000 hogs per year. In other 
words, they consider that the 
business should be assured before 
the money is spent, a cautious 
provision to which exception can 
not be taken.”’

WHY NOT ALL THE LANDS? 

The legislature passed a reso- 
lution Saturdayjasking the Dom- 
inion government to turn over to 
the province all proceeds on the 
sale of school lands in the pro- 
vince. Premier Rutherford said 
there were 9,000,000 acres of 
school lands. The average price 
had been at $11.62 per acre. 

If the legislature can secure 
the school lands, they can secure 
all the lands. 

Then why do they not do it? 

By asking for school lands they 
acknowledge the principle of the 
Conservative party in asking for 
all the lands a_ correct prin- 
ciple.

‘‘All these have we kept from 
our youth up,’’ says the Edn:on- 
ton Bulletin, as it proceeds to 


Liberals the entire Conservative 
platform. It had not been realiz- 
ed previously, but by reading the 
machine editorials springing from 


it appears that everything which 
the Conservative delegates em- 
bodied in the platform at Red 
Deer had been either adopted by 
the present government or would 
be shortly, now that the demands 
of the people have been voiced 
by the Conservatives. 


The official apologist of the 
present government wonders that 
there were no charges of graft 
brought down at the convention.

This will 
be about 23 days after the closing 
of the present session if the pol- 
itical straws show the direction 
from which the wind blows.

On Stopping Graft. 


Judge Cassels, in commenting 
on his inquiry into the actions of 
Officials in the Marine Depart- 
ment, said: ‘‘The chief remedy 
‘*for- amelioration, of the con- 
‘*ditions I have sought to portray 
“lies in the awakening of the 
‘*public conscience. If the pub- 
‘lie generally can be brought 
‘to view with abhorrence -graft 
‘‘and abuse of trust on the part 
‘of those administering the pub- 
‘lic moneys and property, the 
‘fend of. such abuses .as have 
‘‘cecurred in the past would be in 
“sight,” 

None ean deny the truth of this 
assertion. 

The public conscience needs 
awakening. 

But it must be remembered 
that Parliament is a represen- 
tative body, the members drawn 
from all parts of the country. 

Generally the member of Par- 
liament is a man of influence in 
his community He wins his elec- 
tion very often because of per- 
sonal characteristics which make 
him p~pular with tae electors. 

In the majority of cases his 
character is beyond suspicion. 

Yet he'is a party man, and the 
caucus fixes for him his rules of 
conduct. 

There are Liberal members of 
Parliament in Ottawa who in 
ordinary afiairs can always be 
depended upon, but if sume 
cheap egrafter gets into trouble 
for dipping into the Federal 
Treasury, they fee) that they are 
iu duty bound to defend him to 
the last gasp, and: to use every 
technicality and every back-door 
device of the law to prevent the 
facets becoming known to the 
country. 

The impression is that it would 
“hurt the party’? to admit that 
any one in the ranks is off color. 

It was known for years that the 
Marine Department was corrupt. 

Yet not a Government sup- 
porter would have favored an in- 
quiry. 

It is known now that patronage 
goeth up and down in the Militia 
Department, and walketh to and 
fro in other branches of the 
Administration. 

But no Liberal member would 
admit it. 

The discovery of a few petty 
political leeches might hurt the 
party. 

McAvity, of St. John, has 
$35,933 in his pocket whivh be- 
longs to the Federal Treasury. 
But the Government will not ask 
him to make restitution, and no 
Liberal member would support 
such action lest it would hurt the 
party if this man was made to 
smart for his misdeeds. 

A house so fragile that it would 

be damaged by cleansing would 
not be worth enough kerosene to 
burn it up. 
What kind of party would that 
be which would suffer by the 
punishment of rascals who have 
used it as a base for buccaneer- 
ing expeditions? 

There never was a more pro- 
found mistake than this habit of 
blocking inquiry. 

The Liberal party is not de- 
pendent upon the petty exertions 
of the ward heelers who areclam- 
orous for spoil. 

If the leaders and the followers 
of the dominant party in Canada 
were to play a straight game, and 
make evil-doers feel the weight 
of their displeasure, the party 
would be all right. 

It would regain something of 
the power it had in Opposition 
days. 

But it seems that during the 
caucus the operations of con- 
science are suspended, 

If there is to be a public 
awakening it should begin in 
Parliament. 

There is room for two ‘“‘parties 
of purity’”’ in this country,though 
that is not the usual practice. 

Judge Cassels would favor this 
departure from precedent.—Tor- 
onto News. 


Making a Court of = 
the Railway Commission. 


The Toronto Weekly Sun thus 
administers a rebuke to the gov- 
ernment in allowing witnesses, 
who appear before the railway 
commission, to be worried and 
badgered by paid officials of the 
government in giving their 
evidence. As most of these wit- 
nesses are farmers, they should 
be treated as men and not prison- 
ers before a court of law. The 
Sun says: ‘ 

When representatives of var- 
ious farm organizations appeared 
before the Railway Commission, 
shortly after its appointment, to 


ask for the redress of certain} 


grievances in regard to freight 
rates, the simplest form of pro- 
cedure was followed. The head 
of the Board was addressed as 
‘“‘Mr. Chairman,’’ and the Board 
collectively as ‘‘Gentlemen of the 
Commission.’’ Those with state- 
ments of complaint to make pre- 
sented these statements in their 
own way, just asthey would have 
done in forming part of a depu- 
tation waiting on a municipal 
counail, or a Provincial or Dom- 
inion Government. 

When representatives of the 
same interests appeared before 
the Commission last week to com- 
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plain of the rates charged and 
service given by express. com- 
panics, a different form of pro- 
cedure was followed. The chair- 
man of.ths commission was ad- 
dressed as ‘*My Lord.’’.. Those 
who had complaints to make were 
treated as witnesses in court are 
dealt ‘with. They were sworn to 
**tell the truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth.” They 
were then taken in hand by 
counsel for the complainants and 


afterwards cross-questioned by- 


counsel for the defence, this is to 
be followed later on by an argu- 
ment on the contending lawyers. 

Against this whole recent de- 
velopment The Sun desires to 
enter a most emphatic protest. 
There is no need for the swear- 
ing of those who appear before 
the Commission to make com- 
plaints. These complaints sel- 
dom, if ever, have anything 
whatever to do with disputes as 
to the facts. They are based in 
the main on printed schedules of 
charges imposed by public 
carriers and are accomponied by 
opinions, nct evidence as ordi- 
narily understood, as to what 
these charges should be. It is 
just as absurd to swear complain- 
ants in this case as it would be to 
swear a deputation of farmers 
going before the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to complain of the rate 
of duty imposed on imports. 

Equally objectionable is the 
departure from the original form 
in addressing the chairman of 
the Commission as ‘‘My Lord,’’ 
and in the general adoption of 
court practice. The Commission, 
it must be remembered, takes the 
place of the old Railway Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council at 
Ottawa. Before the Railway 
Committee, composed of members 
of the Dominion Goternment,any 
man could go with a complaint 
with as little form as would be 
observed in laying a case in re- 
gard to other matters before other 
members of the Government. 
That, as already said, was the 
practice which prevailed when 
the Commission was first organ- 
ized. It was simple and it saved 
time now wasted. It should pre- 
vail still. The Commission was 
intended to be, and should be, a 
popular tribunal before which 
any man with a grievance against 
express or railway~ companies 
could go without the aid of coun- 
sel, and without being overawed 
and confused by ceremonies 
which have a place in courts 
dealing with the administration 
of the civil ard criminal law, but 
have no place with a board that 
ehould be merely an arbitration 
tribunal. 


Natural History Society. 


The Red Deer branch of the 
Natural History Society of Al- 
berta met at the home of Mrs. R. 
L, Gaetz on Tuesday evening, 
16th Feb. Those present were: 
Mesdames Gaetz, Henderson, 
George and Tallman, Messrs. 
E. Wilson, Capt. Keast, Dr. 
George, Robt. Keast, Henderson, 
Munro and McLean. This has 
been one of the best meetings in 
the history of the Society, several 
matters of importance being dealt 
with which will be of lasting 
benefit to the Society and its 
aims. After the usual routine 
business was disposed of, an 
address wag given by Mr.McLean, 
Pr-ncipal of the Public School, 
on the ‘‘Science of Minerals,’’ 
which was very instructive’ and 
much appreciated. There was 
considerable discussion as to the 
expedition of business, it being 
felt that the business end tends 
to monopolize too much of the 
time which should be devoted tu 
the consideration of those sub- 
jects which properly belong to a 
society of this character, viz: The 
study of natural history gen- 
erally, and of Alberta in partic- 
ular. A committee was appointed 
to draw up a programme for the 
year; this will aid in the dispatch 
of tusiness with greater facility 
and give more time for papers, 
discussion,etc. of the varied sub- 
jects brought before the Society. 
One important matter was again 
brought to the front—‘‘The 
Question Bureau.’”’ It is felt that 
this important feature can not be 
overlooked if the Society is to 
fulfil the objects of its existence. 
The farmers are particularly re- 
quested to give attention to this 
feature. The Society cordially 
invites them to ask questions (in 
written form) on all quetions and 
problems relating to wild animals, 
birds, insects, weeds, etc., or any 
phase of natural history that may 
attract their notice. The farmers’ 
boys and girls are also invited to 
do the same. Any letters re- 
ceived will be discussed and 
answered in the best and most 
interesting manner possible. It 
is known that many farmers and 
thetr children are very keen ob- 
servers of nature, and the Society 
will welcome any original infor- 
mation which they are willing to 
impart-on such subjects. What- 
ever is deemed of sufficient im- 
portance will be duly recorded in 
the annals of the Society. We 
muat all be aware that the record 
of Alberta’s Natural History is at 
present far from complete, in fact 
it is only in its infancy; the field 
is large and varied, the subject is 
important, as well as being of 
deep and abiding interest. 

There issomething in the air 


as to the Society offering, at some | 


future date, prizes for the: best 
essays on natural history, open 
to the young people of the Re 
Deer district, but more of. this 
will be given later. The object 
being, by this and other means, 
to gather all the available mater- 
jal possible, which being duly 
recorded will be put into one 
common fund, useful for future 
reference and instruction. This 
it is hoped will at least help’ to 
reate a very valuable asset to 
the Natural History of the Pro- 
vince of Alberta. 

Communications tothe question 
tureau will be printed with the 
answers in the local press so as 
to maintain interest, pr.mcote the 
spirit of enquiry and research, 
especially in the younger mem- 
bers of the community.

Pork Packing Report 
Laid on the Table. 


A Big Proposition for the Farmers. 


The report of the Commission- 
ers appointed to investigate the 
pork packing industry was laid 
on the table in the Local Legis- 
lature on Thursday by Hon. W. 
T. Finlay, Minister of Agriculture, 
The’ following are some of the 
main featur a of the report: 

That when a sufficient number 
of hog growers give reasonable 
assurance that they supply at 
least 50,000 hogs per year to a 
plant, your commissioners rec- 
ommend that the government 
furnish the money to build, equip 
and operate a plant w.th a capa- 
city of at least 300 hogs per day 
atthe start; that the manage- 
ment take in the farmers’ hogs, 
pay for them at the time of de- 
livery up to two-thirds of their 
estimated value, then at regular 
intervals, as may be agreed upon, 
when sufficient time has elapsed 
to place the product on the mar- 
ket, pay tne producer the balance 
of the full value of their product, 
less the vost of curing and mar- 
keting the same, and a sum 
sufficient to pay local working 
expenses, also less one-fourth 
cent per pound live weight, this 
one-fourth vent per pound to t.e 
applied to the creation of a fund 
for the purpose of paying back to 
the government their original in- 
vestment and interest thereon. 
At the same time to allot shares 
to each patron equal to the 
amount paid into this fund by the 
assessment of one-fourth cent per 
pound on his product. 

When the government indebt- 
edness has been finally paid off 
by this fund, your commissioners 
recommend that this fund be, 
applied to paying a reasonable 
interest on the amount of shares 
held by them and take the bal- 
ance to be ‘paid as a bonus on 
each pound of pork supplied, the 
shares to become transferable 
only to bona-fide patrons and 
then only by application to and 
witn the consent of the directors. 

That the sum totalof all freight 
rates paid on railroads be sub- 
divided and charged equally 
against each pound of pork sup- 
plied, and that there be regular 
shipping days. . 

That all patrons enter into an 
agreement to give all the hogs 
which they wisa to dispose of for 
curing purposes to the packing 
plant of the association of which 
they are members. Any con- 


travention of this will meet with| 


a fine not exceeding $2 for such 
hogs.

This much is cer- 
tain that the government has the 
machinery with which to get a 
“‘snap”’ verdict and no one need 
be surprised if dissolution takes 
place early in March. The ma- 
chinery for it is contained in the 
election bill, which is now being 
rushed through the House almost 
without discussion. On the whole 
the bill is a good one; but it con- 
tains seventeen sections which 
permit of the good features being 
suspended if the government de- 
sires to spring the elections. 
There is prevision for the com- 
piling of printed voters’ lists. In 
city constituencies, cities and 
towns these are to be prepared 
by registration, in other parts 
they are to be prepared by 
enumeration, These lists are to 
be revised by judges or revising 
barristers, and two hundred copies 
of the revised lists are to be 
printed by a certain time before 
the elections. Heavy penalties 
are named for the punishment of 
electoral offences. This with the 
other features, which are very 
fair, apparently, make the bill, 
save the seventeen sections, a 
good one. 

To set this machinery in oper- 
ation and to complete printed 
lists would take several months. 
In fact in the ordinary course of 
events the government could not 
hold an election before summer. 
Politics in this province is a game 
notalways played fairly. It is 


considered good tactic- to tie the | 


opposition’s hands, but it is con- 
sidered a great mistake for a 
government to allow its hands to 
be tied in the matter of holding 
elections. So in order to hold an 
election whensoever the govern- 
ment may chose, provision has 
been made in sections 88 to 104.

Another feature of the election 
bill lends color to this opinion, It 
is quite evident that it would be 
almost impossible on twenty-three 
days’ notice to arrange adeq- 
uately for the holding of an elec- 
tion in the Athabasca and Peace 
River constituencies. Mr.Robert- 
son pointed this out. The’reply of 
the attorney general was that a 
bill would be introduced provid- 
ing for the holding of elections 
at deferred dates in these parts. 
Thus nothing hinders the gov- 
ernment from holding a general 
election early in April. 

It is significant that the gov- 
ernment is holding off the Redis- 
tribution pill and the railways 
bill until the very last. Why? By 
keeping’ the boundaries of the 
new constituencies from the 
opposition until late in the session 
there will be little time for the 
opponents uf the government to 
organize. Of course, their own 
supporters have been duly noti- 
fied of impending changes. It re- 
quires no prophet to predict that 
the railway policy will be the 
government’s big card in the 
campaign. It is counted upon to 
repeat the triumph of 1905. It 
seems not improbable that there 
will be a loud hurrah, and the 
voting will be over before the 
the people have had time to ex- 
amine the policy. Moreover, the 
government is afraid of the Red 
Deer platform. Every day the 
campaign is prolonged will mean 
converts to Conservatism. In the 
meantime if the Conservatives 
are surprised they will have 
themselves to blame, for they 
have been forewarned. 

Mr. Robertson has protested 
against the short notice on which 
an election may be called, and he 
proposed an amendment. He 
might as well have spoken to a 
stone wall as to the unreasonable 
phalanx on the government side. 
Within two hours 280 out of the 
300 sestione of the bill with about 
60 forms were rushed through 
committee. Such haste is nothing 
less than a public scandal. 


Redistribution will provide for 
Thirty nine Seats. 


Lethbridge Only Constituency 
Definitely Outlined So Far. 


-o— 


The net results of the first ses- 
sion of the committee in charge 
of the redistribution bill, is the 
decision to give Lethbridge a 
separate seat in the Legislature. 
The city constituency is to in- 
clude Stafford, the little mining 
suburb across the river from the 
the main town, which brings the 
total population of the city to 
above seven thousand. Further 
than this little was accomplished 
save the outlinining of a pre- 
paratory list of centres around 
which the new _ constituencies 
may be framed as a base of 
operations, but nothing definite 
as to the boundaries of new con- 
stituencies will be done until the 
committee meets again Thursday 
evening. 

Attorney-General Cross pra- 
sided at the meeting and Mesars. 
Robertson, Heibert, McKenzie 
and Walker, the other members 
of the committee, were present. 

The tentative plan of centres 
for the new constituencies, which 
of course, is subject to any 
changes which the framing of the 
boundaries may make necessary, 
shows a total of 36 seats in the 
province, including two seats 
each for the cities of Calgary and 
Edmonion. 

Pincher Creek constituency is 
cut so as to give the country west 
of Cowley a separate seat under 
the name of Crow’s Nest. Cards- 
ton is left the same and Leth- 
bridge district will include all of 
the old constituency of Leth- 
bridge outside of thecity. Medi- 
cine Hat constituency of Leth- 
bridge outside of the city. 
Medicine Hat constituency is 
divided so as to give a new dis- 
trict under the name of Beresford. 
MacLeod will remain about the 
same including Claresholm. 
Nanton, High River and Okotoks 
are suggested as centres for new 
districts in place of the old con- 
stituency of High River. Glei- 
chen and Banff unchanged, with 
a piece chopped off Rosebud for 
a district with Olds as centre. 
Innisfail, Red Deer, [Iacombe, 
Ponoka, Wetaskiwin, Leduc and 
Strathcona will still be centres, 
but Stettler and Camrose are 
suggested as centres for new dis- 
tricts to include the country east 
of the terminals of the Lacombe 
and Wetaskiwin branches of the 
C. & E. respectively. Vermillion 
may be divided into two under 
the head of Vegreville and Ver- 


million and Victoria may be con- 
tracted to provide a new consti- 
tuency with Saddle Lake as a 
centre. Sturgeon will be the 
same, but the constituencies of 
both Stoney Plain and St. Albert 
are divided to form new districts 
of the western half of each, under 
the names of Pembina and Lac 
Ste. Anne respectively.

In reference to the Independent 
Labor party's meeting held in Evarts 
on 13th February, as announced in 
the News of the issue of week pre- 
vious. 

There was about a dozen of the far- 
mers met in the hall, Mr. R: ‘W. 
Bleay was elected chairman pro tem, 


the announcement of the meeting 


was called, viz: for the purpose of 
organizing an independent Ivbor party 
in the Red Deer riding, with the 
object of entering a candidate for 
the coming provincial election to con- 
test this riding in the interests of 
labor, which the gentlemen said was 
not sufficiently represented in the 
local house. 

The platform of the proposed party 
consisted in revenue raising by a tax 
levied on incomes, being a graduated 
scale on the personal income of each 
person. 

The Socialist party was represented 
by anumber of the members of that 
party, who vigorously protested 
against the formation of any new 
parties in the labor camp, contending 
that they, the Socialist party, fully 
represented and stood for all that was 
to the best interests of the twilers. 

After some discussion along these 
lines it was proposed that a new party 
be formed to be called the Labor Party 
of the Medicine Valley, to consist of a 
president, secretary-treasurer and a 
committee. 

An amendment. was then put for- 
ward by members of the Socialist local 
here, which was as follows: Whereas 
the Socialist party of Canada stands 
for all that isin the best interests of 
the laboring class and that it would be 


workers to brenak up the party into 
small factions, therefore be it resolved | § 
that this meeting endorse the Socialist | § 
platform; the same as the great labor 
convention: of England done last 
month at Portsmouth, England, when 
they endorsed the Socialist platform 
by a majority of over 4900. 

The amendment was put and lost, 
when the original motion was carried. 

The appointment of the officials then 
took place, when Mr. R. W. Bleay 
was appointed lst president, and Mr. 
F. Wall secretary-treasurer.
